but ſlowly, might have overtaken death, 
but he runs to fetch it; ſo do Combatants 
in theſe days.

Ow. As it is wiſdom, Tobe prepar- 
cd tor death; So, if you will; die 
with 
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with peace of conſcience, and without 
trouble of mind, Be well reſolved in point 
of Religion before you die: play not the 
Hypocrite, nor the Politick, who cares 
not what Religion be, ſo ſome be ʒ whole 
rule is; Religion is matier of cuſtom, rauher

It is true, that honeſt men muſt ore 
fornewhat of the. Serpent, not all of the 
Dove. For Policy and Religion do as welk 
together, as they do ill aſunder. Religion 
without policy is oo ſimple to be ſafe: Po 
liey without Religion is too ſubtib to bo 
good. Worſe thin both is prophane Neu- 
trality,- or Lodicean coldneſs. Never a- 
ny man was a loſer by Believing : for Faith 
is ever recompenſed with glory.
